A Jury Chosen and the 
'J'rial Commenced. 


JUSTICE 
SAVASE 
TESTIFIES 


The Memorable Interview in the 
“Tribune” Editorial Rooms, 
0. A. Stevens Called. 


Yesterday the great case of the people 
against H. U. Boyce, editor of the Tri 
bunt, was begun in Department 0 , before 
Judge Lucian Shaw. So much has been 
published about it heretofore that a great 
deal of interest is felt in the case. The 
court-room was filled all the afternoon. 
Following is the jury trying the case: 
Henderson Cheney, G. Duncan, G. V. 
D. Brand, J. A. Montgomery, G. N. 
Earl, J. A. Forth man, L.D. Woodworth, 
A. J. Searl, Wiliiam Stohl, G. O. Lamb, 
G. Ferguson, Charles E. Spencer. 
When court reassembled at 2 o’clock 
after the noon recess, Assistant District 
Attorney Hardesty stated the case to the 
jury, and at once Theo. Savage, Justice of 
the Peace, the prosecuting witness, who 
is alleged to have been blackmailed, was 
put on the stand, G. C. Stevens, Esq , 
taking him in hand. Mr. Stevens is re* 
tained by Justice Savage to assist in 
the prosecution. 
The witness stated 
that he is 25 years old, married, han one 
child, is a Justice of the Peace, residing 
in this city. In August, 1889, his fimily 
was at Santa Monica, and he went there 
nearly every night. 
On the evening of 
the 2d of August, in that year, 
about 6 o’clock Harry Johnson, con­ 
stable in his court, came to his bouse in 
Santa Monica, and told him a story was 
about to appear in the Tribune next 
morning, unless something could be done 
to stop it. 
The two went to a stable 
procured a team and drove to Los Auge 
les, arriving at the Tribune office about 
11 o’clock. Mr. Savage saw O. A. Stev­ 
ens, at that time city editor of the paper, 
and asked him about the matter. Mr. 
Stevens acknowledged there was a story 
on the youthful wearer of the judicial 
ermine, but said Col. Boyce, the con­ 
trolling spirit of the paper, must be 
seen, as he bad no power to suppress 
matter that came into his hands. 
Savage 
was 
then 
shown 
to 
the 
office 
of 
General 
Bovce 
When the two men were alone, Boyce 
told Savage that he had a written state 
ment of a lawyer in the city charging 
that some time previous to this Savage 
had been out on a tear with the boys, 
had become hilarious to an extreme de­ 
gree, and that while in this state of ex­ 
hilaration he bad gone with these j oily 
boys to a noted maison de joie in the city, 
where he had contracted a loathsome 
disease. Savage said the publication of 
such a story would ruin him socially, of­ 
ficially and every way. He urged Mr. 
Boyce not to publish the story, assuring 
him the statements were all false. 
Boyce asked him if he had any enemies, 
and Savage replied that he supposed like 
most men he had incurred the dislike of 
more or less people, but that he did not 
think anyone was so bitterly his enemy 
as to wish his ruin in this way. Boyce 
assured him that was a mistake; that 
two men, the lawyer who made the 
statement 
and 
another, 
had in­ 
sisted 
that 
the 
story 
be 
run 
to show up Savage. The circumstantial 
details of the story were such that Gen. 
Boyce assured Savage he was led to be­ 
lieve it true. Boyce further stated that 
he was offered $2p0 to print the matter. 
Savage said if tnese people, whose names 
he did not learn, were so anxious to ruin 
him, they would find some other paper to 
print the story. Boyce told him he had 
the paper and they conld not get it. Sav­ 
age said they lould write the story out 
afresh. Boyce then told him he was too 
busy to do anything that night, but told 
him to come back next day at 11 o’clock 
and he would see what coutd be done. 
W hen Savage called next day he met 
Boyce in the same place, the editorial 
room of the Tribune. The story was re­ 
sumed just where it was left, and Boyce 
reiterated the statement that these people 
were pressing him hard to publish the 
story. Bovce said the Tribune did Dot 
desire to publish the story, but 
that the Cactut or the Time» would 
if it were offered th»”n 
He told 
Savage he could control this lawyer, 
who, ho said, “b-longed to him ,” that 
he had ‘‘the whip-haud” of him, and 
he could prevent the publication. Bovce 
said he was willing to prevent the publi­ 
cation of the story and asked Savage 
what he should do. Savage told him hi* 
wanted the publication prevented, and 
Boyce said he would see to it. 
Mr. 
Boyce then told Savage of the support 
the' Tribune had given him when he ran 
for office, and thought he ought to be 
grateful to him for it. Savage said he 
was very grateful, and said if he ever 
could do anything in return be would be 
glad to do it. Boyce said the Tribune 
was needing money, that $250 was a good 
deal, and that Savage ought not to let 
the paper lose that much money. TheD 
the proposition was made direct, that 
for $250 he would stop the publication of 
the story. Savage said he was poor, 
and 
did 
not 
know 
where 
he 
could get $250, but that he would 
see what he could do He went out and 
came back after a bit, and paid Boyce 
$50 in gold coin, two pieces of $20 each 
and one of $10. He promised to raise 
the balance as fast as he could. Boyce 
shook hands with him, and told him to 
go home and sleep, that the 6tory would 
not appear. From that time Savage 
stated that he received numerous duns 
from Boyce to pay up the $200. One 
such request was made in w ruing. At 
other times he was communicated with 
by telephone. 
At this point W. F. Fitzgerald, E«q., 
counsel for the defense, put m his fir«t 
objection. He argued with much force, 
that extortion was not a promise to pay, 
but that the actual payment of money 
was necessary to constitute that crime.- 
He wanted the inquiry 
confined 
to the fifty dollars alleged to have 
been actually paid. Lawyer Stevens 
met this objection with the statement 
that this evidence was introduced merely 
to corroborate the fact of the $50 being 
paid and to prove the intent to extort in 
that transaction. For this purpose the 
evidence was ruled to be admissible. 
Tne letter received by Savage was then 
introduced to his notice and identified. 
The witness then told of a visit paid him 
by a messenger purporting to corns from 
Boyce with a demand for more money 
Savage was then in court, and sent word 
that the messenger should return at 4 
o’clock. He came back with due promp­ 
titude, and Savage wrote a note and a 
check for $29 which he sent to Col. 
Boyce. He took copies of these, which 
were presented for identification. This 
was 
the 
last 
demand 
made 
by Mr. Boyce. The witness then stated 
that he never had any other business 
dealing* with Boyce, that ho never owed 
the Tribune $50, nor $200, nor $250. He 


also ewore that he never agreed to take 
any etock in the paper. At this point 
hs was turned over to Judge Fitzgerald 
for cross-examination. Under this ordeal, 
which ie always more or lees trying when 
Fiizgerald gets his mental processes at 
work to probe for truth, Savage said he 
never wae sent for by Boyes or by any 
one who claimed to act for Boyce. He 
went of his own volition to the Tiibune 
office. 
Objection was made to this line of 
procedure bv Mr. Stevens, and Mr. Fitz­ 
gerald said be wished to §how that the 
proeecnting witness was at that time 
keeping his ears open for rumors of 
some such publication concerning him­ 
self. 
Mr. Stevens replied that be 
did not care whether that was true or 
false. It had nothing to do^ with the 
question whether Boyce got $50 to sup­ 
press the story. 
Mr. Fitzgerald said hs did not propose 
to go into the truth or falsity of the 
statement as to the payment of the $50; 
that he would show Savage went there of 
bis own free will, and acted of his own 
volition all through. 
Bojee did not 
seek him. He sought Boyce. 
The court decided that the inquiry 
was legitimate. 
Savage then said he went there freely. 
No one approached him for Boyce prior 
to hie vie it to the Tribune office. He also 
stated that there were no harsh words 
used on either side; that all was em otb 
and serene all through. But the witness 
insisted that Boyce stated that the 
story would appear unless the (250 
were paid. 
Boyce said his paper 
did 
not 
usually 
publish 
such 
stories. 
He said the Tribune did not 
want the story, but 6ome other paper 
would unless the money were paid 
Boyce said he would exert his influence 
to prevent this. 
Mr Fitzgerald asked him if he had 
told O. A. Stevens a day or so after all 
this that it was all right, that he bad 
paid Boyce $50, but that it was a volun­ 
tary matter, that no threats had been 
made. Savage denied making such a 
statement. 
He did talk with Stevens, 
and told him he gave $50 to keep the 
story out of the paper, and Stevens told 
him he was a fool, that it was a black­ 
mailing scheme. 
The witness stated 
that he might have said he had paid the 
money and that ended it. 
Savage was then asked about a conver­ 
sation alleged to have taken place with 
W. T. Price in Ried’s saloon, on New 
High street, February 2, 1890, to the ef­ 
fect that he wanted to be re-elected, and 
that if Boyce would support him in the 
convention he would not push this prose­ 
cution. The witness confessed the meet­ 
ing. and that he had some conversation 
with Price, but claimed that the way it 
was put here was not as it took place. 
Savage was then questioned as to a con­ 
versation he bad with W. T. Williams, 
E q , February 19'.h, after taking a drink 
together on Court street. It was pretty 
substantially the same as that with Price, 
and 8 avage denied that it was as stated 
by Judge Fitzgerald. He acknowledge'! 
that he had some such conversation with 
Williams, but that be did not say he 
wished he was out cf this G— d— case, 
or that he would have it dismissed if 
Boyce would support him in the conven­ 
tion, or that he was forced into it by 
others. 
Here further discussion took place be­ 
tween the attorneys, in which Judge 
Fi'zgerald said be would show that this 
was not a prosecution but a persecution, 
and that there was a combination behind 
this witness of the mortal enemies of 
Boyce for the purpose of ruiniDg 
that person. 
He said Savage was a 
catspaw raking chestnuts out of the 
tire for the benefit of the enemies of 
Boyce. The inquiry then took the trend 
of showing that Savage had been a 
prisoner m the hands of Detective Marsh 
for the last ten davs. lest be should run 
away and leave the case. The proeecut- 
ing attorneys took the ground that that 
too cut no figure in the case, that if they 
feared a witness might run away they 
had a right even to put him in jail to 
hold him Savage acknowledged that he 
had paid Stevens $100 to go into the case 
to prosecute Boyce. An attempt was 
made to show that this money came 
from another source, but that was not 
permitted. 
O. A. Stevens was then put on the 
stand, who told of Boyce’s coming to 
him and asking him to get the details 
of a storv against Savage. He was city 
editor of the Tribune and demurred at 
first about doing this sort of work, which 
he thought was not legitimate j mrnalism. 
He did, however, get some details, 
which he communicated to Bovce. Afrer 
Savage had been to the office, Steven* 
at-ked Boyce about the afftir, and the 
answer was: “ Oh! Savage has gone 
away happy. The ptory does not, go ” 
Here the court took a recess until this 
morning.

THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Drying and Shipment of 
Fruits. 


OLIVE AND Cl [ RUS CÜLTUKB. 


F loral and Forest C nltiration DÜ 
enssed at the Evening Session. 
Interesting Papers. 


Children Cry for Pitcher’s Castora, 


The Fruit Growers’ Convention hWd 
three interesting sessions yesterday, -n 
the morning the subject discussed wis 
preparing and shipping fruit for the mar­ 
ket, and J. L. Mosher’s paper on “ Fruit 
Drying” was the first read. In it ke 
said: 
“ The drying and preserving of fruitsis 
one of the leading industries oí oir 
State, and no other industry has so greit 
a future before it. With an evaporabr 
it does not require any great amount if 
skill to produce a most excellent articl), 
superior to all other wayaof curing fruit, 
and rivaling, as it does, the ordinaiy 
canned goods. With an evaporator it s 
very essential to have a draught of ar, 
hot enough to keep the fruit moist, aid 
still carry off the moisture. 
The moe 
rapid the evaporation the better the ri- 
sult, both in color and flavor, as tie 
starch, by evap .'ration if the water, is 
quickly converted into sugar. 
Tie 
slower the evaporation the less sugar n- 
retaiued in the fruit, and for this reastn 
a cool draught of air should never pus 
over i he fruit. The velocity of air pass­ 
ing through, when drying, should r>n;e 
about 930 feet per minute. If the ar, 
loaded with moisture, becomes station­ 
ary, evaporation ceases. The tempeia- 
ture should not exceed 
200 ce- 
grees Fahrenheit. 
The fruit should 
'>e thoroughly 
ripe 
before 
plac­ 
ing on wire trayB, and here is 
ihe greatest dtawback. 
The acid of the 
fruit coming in contact with the galvan­ 
ized wire forms a precipitate of sulphate 
of zinc, which is very detrimental to the 
taste of the fruit, and which I believe 
our customers claim to be the results of 
sulphuring. Here is an open field for 
our inventors to overcome this trouble. 
Ttie results obtained in many experi­ 
ments tried in my establishment hove 
proved that dipping the trays in hot gly­ 
cerine is very good. We are now trying 
japan and baking it on the trays, which 
I believe will be the best of anything yet 
tried. The zinc certainly must be re­ 
moved in some way or other, or the 
fruit will be unsalable. Before pocking 
the fruit should be dipped in hot water 
for a few seconds to kill all germs and 
iusects, and spread out to dry. The ad­ 
vantage in evaporated fruit is that it can 
be shipped over the world without daDger 
to its preservative qualities, and at a 
great saving in cost of freight, compared 
to trie canned goods. In canned goods 
the lruit lacks ripeness and sugar has to 
be added. In evaporation the fruit can 
be entirely ripe and the natural fruit 
sugar is retained while drying; and again 
evaporati d fruit is a pure article, and 
when Bunked in water a short time will 
resume nearly its original proportions. 
Taking all this into consideration, evap­ 
oration is the process of the present. 
FRUIT SHIPMENTS, 
The next essay was by L. W. Buck, cf 
Vacaville, who talked on Eastern fruit 
shipments. 
In the coarse of his re­ 
marks he said: 
The shipment of green fruit to the 
Eatt has become an important and grow­ 
ing industry. Successful results are de­ 
pendent upon several conditions, some 
f which are beyond the control of the 
shippers to meet—climatic changes and 
unavoidable delays in tran«portaiion ; but 
much depends upon coudition and man­ 
ner of packing, packing and boxing, as 
well as the haudiiug which the fruit re­ 
ceives before being stripped and loaded 
un the cars. In the early shipment ot 
fruit from California to the East, pears of 
various kinds, gross prunes and grapes 
were about the only kinds shipped, but 
now the peach has become prominent as 
a shipping fruit, and in all the markets 
of toe Eat-t fine, large, high-colored Cali­ 
fornia peaches have bee me almoBt a ne­ 
cessity to dress up the various fruit 
stands, command good prices, and retain 
more of «üeir flavor than any fruit ex ­ 
cept pears; and whenever the railroad 
companies will reduce the freight I 
thmk they will receive a much larger net 
revenue in consequence of very much 
increased shipments, and whenever that 
good tiu.e comeB, I believe that Califor­ 
nia will, to a very large extent, supply 
the fruit market of the East, both green 
and dried, l'üe channels of distribution 
have been largely extended, and I be­ 
lieve ihe business is still in its infancy. 
The time was when growers could sell ail 
their shipping fruit at good prices, but 
the I rgely increated orchard and vine 
planting has changed that, and made it 
necessary in many instances for growers 
to unite and ship their lruit to the East, 
and that is more easily accomplished 
through local or neighboring organiza­ 
tions, which prevent one market from be­ 
ing overloaded, while others receive 
none; and could all the shipping inter­ 
ests be united, both growers and ship­ 
pers, good results would be readied as, 
without concentration and control, the 
business would certainly be endangered 
by one party or locality shipping the 
fruit where it would be sold in competi­ 
tion with that of their neighbors. The 
California Fruit Union has been in exist­ 
ence now four years, and, I believe, has 
accomplished much good. Whilestarted 
as an exclusive growers’ organization, ic 
was wisely changed so as to admit buy­ 
ers and shippers with good remits, as 
the larger the proportion of fruit that can 
be under our control the better, the 
weaker the competition and the more 
regulaily can all the diffeient markets 
be Fupplied. The special train service 
has done much to accomplish this, as it 
has generally been the most certain ser­ 
vice we have had, as well as ihe cheap­ 
est, and the advantage of special trains 
of deciduous fruit can only ue obtained 
by the organization of shipping interests, 
the buyer helping the grower and the 
growor helpiug the buyer, as deciduous 
fruits must be packed and shipped as 
quickly as possible after being picked, 
and much of it mu6t have a quick and 
certain delivery to points of destination. 
FRUIT DRYING. 
The next paper was by W. N. Gladden, 
of Healdsburg, who read an interesting 
paper on fruit drying, in which he said: 
The importance of the fruit-drying in­ 
dustry to this S ate and its probable 
magnitude in tbe future cannot well be 
estimated. Never by tore in the history 
of this industry in this State was there a 
better outlook in the markets for Cali­ 
fornia dried fruits and better prospects for 
the fntnre of remunerative prices to the 
producer than at present. In the 
face of discouragements, insect pests, 
low prices occasionally and the howls 
of tbe croakers, who always at such 
times cry, “ I told you so,” it is indeed 
cheering and encouraging to see this 


interest steadily growing from year to 
year, and to find that these same low 
prices have in one sense proven a bless­ 
ing to our fruit-growers in that they have 
been the means of introducing our fruits 
to thousands of mouths in the Eastern 
States that previously, on account of 
high prices, had never tasted, and 
thereby proved the superior excellency 
of California dried fruits. 
This has 
created a demand which we cannot sup­ 
ply, and the demand will continue to 
grow with the rapidly increasing popula­ 
tion of our country. It is a fact that at 
this time those markets are destitute of 
onr dried fruits, and the cry comes to us, 
“ 8 end us more.” In view of the situa­ 
tion, every fruit-grower in this State 
should feel encouraged to go ahead in 
the planting and cultivation of orchards, 
the extermination of insect pests and the 
preparation of our fruits in the best man­ 
ner for those murketa, and indeed for 
the markets of the entire world. 
At the close of the papers an interest­ 
ing discussion took place on the French 
prune, and Mr. Block, of Santa Clara, 
moved that hereafter the prune be called 
the California prune. The motion was 
referred to the committee on nomen­ 
clature. 
A fte rn o o n Se»alon. 
The afternoon session was devoted to 
the discussion of oiive-culture and citrus 
fruits. 
The first paper was on “ Olive- 
Culture,” by C. F. Loop, who gave along 
and interesting account of his study of 
the frui , both in California and Europe. 
The next paper was on “Citrus Fruits,” 
by ThoB. A. Garvey, of Los Angeles. 
The paper was a complete and learned 
essay, and was listened to with interest. 
LEMON CULTURE. 
The next paper was on “ Lemon-Cal- 
ture,” by Harvey V. Stiles, of San 
Diego, in which he said: “ We have a 
lemon craza in Southern California. 
That is good. 
The sooner the area so 
well adapted to the lemon is planted ont 
the better. Let us plant leinonB, but let 
us not plant them in situations not so 
well adapted to them as to some other 
products, or where they will grow only 
at a disadvantage. 
Let us not plant 
them 
in 
hot 
back valleys, for 
they are nearly always correspond­ 
ingly cold in winter, and the lemon is 
extremely sensitive to frost, and let us 
not plant them in the cold, frosty valleys 
near the coast, for the same reaeoa. My 
choice of a location would be a light, well- 
drained mesa, with a southern exposure 
ind a rich, red soil with a depth of six to 
fifteen feet. I should like it to be sev­ 
eral miles from the sea, for several rea­ 
sons, one of which is the greater ease 
with which the trees could be kept free 
from scale insects.” 
A valuable paper on the lemon and its 
treatment was read by N. W. Blanchard, 
of Santa Paula. 
The evening session was devoted to 
floral and forest culture, and the follow­ 
ing interesting papers were read and dis­ 
cussed : Mrs. Jeanne C. Carr, Pasadena, 
“ Floral Culture;” Mrs. Elwood Cooper, 
Santa Barbara, “Floral Culture;” C R.

The Southern Question in 
the Senate. 


A HOT DEBATS 
PRECIPITATED. 


Hoar. Sherm an, Eustis and Butler 
P articip atin g —Strong Sec­ 
tional Feelings. 


A sso ciated P ress D isp atch es to T h i H e r a l d . 


W ashinoton M arch 13.—T he H ouse 
bill for bridges across th e C olum bia 
riv er, betw een W ashington and O regon, 
(aim ilar to th e Senate bill pasBed and 
sen t to th e H ouse) w as reported b ac k 
from 
th e 
com m ittee 
on 
com m erce, 
am ended by a few verbal changes, and 
passed, a conference being asked. 
T he com m ittee on com m erce reported 
a bill to repeal a law of th e last Con* 
gross, requiring steam ships to carry guys 
an d rockets for casting lines in cases of 
distress. T he object of th is, it was stated , 
w as to do aw ay w ith th e extortion p ra c ­ 
ticed by th e paténteos of these ap p li­ 
ances u nder th e law , as it now stan d s. 
T he bill was placed on th e calendar. 
T he Senate th en proceeded to th e 
calendar and passed bills for public 
buildings as follows : Stockton, C alifor­ 
n ia , $5,000; M am m oth H ot S prings, in 
th e Y ellow stone national park, $10,000; 
V irginia C ity, N evada, 
$75,000; The 
D alles. O regon, $100,000; S iiem , O re­ 
gon, $100,000; lleno, N evada, $75,000. 
A ll th e foregoing w ere Senate bills. 
E ustis took th e floor a n d referred to 
th e statem en ts m ade by H oar yesterday, 
one of th em being th a t in th e State ot 
L ouisiana and som e other S tates there 
w ere law s w hich m ade it a penal of­ 
fense for a w hite 
m an 
to associate 
on 
term s of equality 
w ith 
negroes. 
A no th er was to th e effect th a t there was 
a law w hich provided for th e sale of any 
colored m an found for a certain tim e out 
of work, an d th a t form er m asters should 
h av e th e preference in th e purchase. 
H e denied em phatically th a t there was 
an y such law in Louisiana, and spoke of 
th e recklessness and destitution of a 
sense of responsibility w ith w hich th e 
R epublican (Senators spoke of S outhern 
affairs. 
H oar said he m ight have erred as to 
th e 
S tate 
in w hich euch a law was 
passed, b u t quoted them substantially 
from th e law s of M ississippi passed in 
1869. 
He 
th o u g h t substantially th e 
sam e law h ad been enacted in Louis­ 
iana. 
T he E ducational bill th en cam e up, 
an d Blair m ade a brief address. 
H e also 
read an ex tract from a speech of P resi­ 
d en t H arrison w hen Senator in 1886, 
favoring th e bill, and said the P resident 
held th e sam e sen tim ents today. 
T he S outhern question cam e up again, 
an d H oar ad m itted th a t h is statem ent 
about th e law s of L ouisiana w as incor­ 
rect. 
S herm an asked E u stis w hether he did 
not know th a t th e fifteenth am endm ent 
n ev er w ould have been proposed but for 
th e fact th a t th e law s of th e S outhern 
S tates w ere depriving th e negro of the 
rig h ts of citizenship. 
E ustis replied th a t it was h is honest 
conviction th a t all th e reconstruction 
m easures w ere adopted by th e R epubli­ 
can party w ith th e single object of A fri­ 
canizing th e South an d m aintaining pol­ 
itical suprem acy, ajid characterized it as 
th e 
g reatest 
crim e ever 
com m itted 
ag ain st civilized com m unities. 
S herm an th en took part in th e discus­ 
sion, w hich becam e a heated political 
controversy. 
H e traced th e source of the 
reconstruction m ovem ent, and eaid at 
th e close of th e w ar it h ad not been 
contem plated 
to 
arm 
th e 
negro 
w ith 
suffrage, 
b u t 
law s 
were 
passed 
by 
som e 
of 
th e 
Southern 
S tates th a t were so unjust to th e colored 
people and to th e w hite R epublicans in 
th e S outh, th a t th e people of th e N orth 
becam e convinced th a t th e object in 
th e South w as to overthrow th e results 
of the w ar and deprive th e freem en of all 
th e rig h ts of citizenship. 
W hen th e 
tim e cam e th a t it w as seen th a t there 
was no way to protect th e em ancipated 
people except by arm ing them w ith suf­ 
frage, Congress h ad reluctantly, slowly 
b u t deliberately, adopted th a t rem edy as 
th e 
only 
one 
fitted 
for 
th e 
caee. 
H e (S herm an) had som etim es thought 
it m ight possibly have been better not to 
h av e adopted th e fifteenth am endm ent 
conferring suffrage on th e colored m en, 
because th a t rig h t had been nullified 
and uprooted. 
T ne result of th e fif­ 
te en th am en d m en t w as practically to 
give tho Southern S tates increased repre­ 
sen tatio n in th e H ouse of R epresenta­ 
tives an d increased power in th e elec­ 
to ral college. 
If th ere w as anything 
w rong 
in th e 
situation of S outhern 
affairs, th e people of th e South had 
b rought it on them selves. 
T here was no 
feeling of h ate in th e N orth against the 
S outh. If th e equal rights of all th e people 
in th e South w ere secured, th e people 
of th e N orth would be satiened. 
I t was 
tra e th a t th e fifteenth am endm ent bad 
n o t tu rn ed out as expected, because no 
m an dream ed th a t such m easures as had 
b een resorted to in th e S outh would have 
been resorted to to deprive th e negro of 
h is rights. 
No one had dream ed of Ku- 
k lu x K lans and all th e savage m achinery 
by w hich th a t exclusion had been per­ 
fected. 
B utler suggested th a t th e reconstruc­ 
tio n m easures an d fifteenth am endm ent 
w ere n ot so m uch due to objectionable 
legislation in th e S outh as to the conflict 
betw een A ndrew Joh nson and th e R e­ 
publican Congress. 
S herm an said th a t th e selection of 
A ndrew Joh n so n , a S outhern m an and a 
D em ocrat, for th e V ice-Preeideocy was a 
proof of th e generous tre atm en t th e 
N o rth h ad show n tho S outh. 
B ut J o h n ­ 
son h ad deserted th e R epublican party 
an d tu rn ed h is back on it w hen he cam e 
into pow er, an d Congress tied his hands 
an d prevented th e carrying out of his 
policy. 
B utler—Then I understand th e Senator 
from Ohio to a d m it th a t th e Southern 
people are n ot alone responsible, b u t th a t 
A ndrew Johnson, as P resident, was more 
responsible for th e enactm ent of extrem e 
m easures ag ainst th e South. 
S herm an—I look upon A ndrew Jo h n ­ 
son as a S outhern m an and a D em ocrat. 
B utler— H e was your R epublican Presi­ 
d en t, an d th e people of th e S outh had no 
o th er auth o rity to look to after they sur­ 
rendered, except th e Executive. 
Sherm an—T he S outhern people had a 
rig h t to look to Congress as th e governing 
pow er of th e country. 
Sherman went on to say to the Sen­ 
ators on the other sid e: “ There is a feel­ 
ing in the North that not only have the 
negroes of the South been deprived of 
their votes, but that the people of the 
South now enjoy a larger political power 
than the sam e number of people in the 
North. 
Let the South obey the constitu­ 
tional am endm ents; 
let it give the 
negro a vote and permit him to vote as 
h e w ill. 
1 would not care if the w hole 


of th e negroes w ould vote th e D em ocratic 
tick et; but th is feeling of injustice does 
prevail in th e N orth, th a t w hile you are 
depriving th e colored people of th eir 
votes, 
yon 
are 
exercising an undue 
pow er in th e governm ent. 
T he N orth 
denies hatred, but dem ando justice, aud 
now I 
bay th a t beyond 
Hod 
above 
ttiis 
educational 
bill, 
or any 
other 
p n d in g 
m easure, 
is 
an 
act 
of 
C ongress 
th a t 
will 
secure 
to every 
m an in th e U nited btates entitled to 
vote, his right to cast h is vote and have 
it counted. 
W henever Congress rises to 
th e dignity of passing such a law th a t 
w ill be uniform throughout th e U nited 
S tates, affecting M assachusetts and Ohio 
as well as S outh C arolina, every m an 
will feel th a t th a t is a just and fair law, 
and th ere will be no lu rth er ground of 
com plaint. 
Congress cannot exercise 
any control in th e local affairs of the 
Southern S tates, but w bat we insist upon 
is th a t th ere shall be a law th a t will pro­ 
te ct th e rig h t of suffrage, and th a t that 
law shall be executed w ith such power 
th a t no m an dare expose him self to its 
p enalty.” 
Butler followed S herm an. 
H e spoke 
of th e exclusion of colored m en in N orth­ 
ern States from all political offices, and 
said on the contrary there was no such 
discrim ination in th e South. 
T his very 
day, and for th e past week, th e new s­ 
papers have been teem ing w ith accounts 
of w hile m en in O klahom a (and R epub­ 
licans am ong them ) announcing to the 
world th a t if colored people dared to as­ 
sert their rights to control the T erritory 
by a superiority of num bers, they would 
drive them out a t th e point of th e bayo­ 
net. 
H e 
had 
seen 
accounts 
of 
outrage on 
colored

On m otion of H olm an an am endm ent 
was adopted providing th a t no person 
having fee sim ple to 160 acres of land in 
any S tate or Territory shall be entitlod 
to en ter land covered by this act. 
T he com m ittee rose aud reported the 
bill to th e House. 
T he am endm ent providing th a t section 
2,134, R evised S tatutes, prohibiting the 
introduction of intoxicating liquors into 
In d ia n T erritory, shall be enforced in 
O klahom a until af er th e ad journm ent of 
th e tirst session of the L egislature, was 
agreed to, 134 to 103. 
T he bill was th en passed, 160 to 25. 
T his is a substitute for th e Senate bill on 
th e sam e subject. 
T he bill contains provisions w hich in 
substance fix th e boundaries of th e new 
T erritory to include th e Cherokee O ut­ 
let, w ith a proviso th a t no lands w hich 
1 ndians occupy u n d er treaty or law shall 
be included w ithout th eir consent, e x ­ 
cept for judicial purposes. 
They extend 
over th e new T erritory th e constitution 
and law s of th e U nited States and the 
code of N ebraska, w ithout interference 
w ith local In d ia n governm ents acting 
u nder th eir treaty right. 
Seven counties 
are established, th e county seats to 
be G uthrie, O klahom a C ity, N orm an, 
Libson or K ing F isher, B eaver, Still­ 
w ater, and one m ore to be fixed by the 
S ecretary of th e In terior. 
T he C herokee 
outlet is declared public land and open 
to settlem ent u n d er th e hom estead laws, 
and bona fide settlers and occupants are 
given th e preference right. 
The sections 
after 26 are devoted to the establishm ent 
of a judicial system in In d ian T erritory, 
w hich will be divided into three districts, 
and courts will be held a t M iscogee and 
V inite, Otok and A rdm ore and P urcell. 
R ep resen ta'ive A nderson, of Iow a, to­ 
day reported fo th e H ouse from th e com ­ 
m ittee on m ilitary and m ilitia a bill to 
im prove th e efficiency of th e m ilitia, 
w hich th e com m ittee has had under con­ 
sideration for som e tim e.

She 
took nearly all th e prem ium s th ere w ere 
to be h ad . 
I t w as a m atter of sw eep­ 
stak es all round for R iverside, R edlands, 
O ntario an d all th e o th er charm ing d is­ 
tricts of th a t county. 
A nd w ithout m ak­ 
ing an y com parisons of th e traditionally 
u n p leasan t n atu re, or detracting one jot 
from th e g reat m erits of th e displays 
m ad e by o th ers of her fair sister counties, 
an d by rival cities and tow ns, such as 
P om ona, D u arte, P asad en a, A naheim , 
S an ta A na, T ustin, an d dozens of others, 
th ere is nothing risked in th e statem ent 
th a t San B ernardino’s exhibits were ex­ 
trem ely m eritorious. 
It is all in th e 
fam ily of th e sem i-tropic counties, and 
th e glory of any one p art is th e heritage 
of us all. 


O ur R epublican friends ridicule the 
id ea th a t R eed’s quorum -ruling can be 
passed upon by th e C ourts, or th a t the 
C ourts will in an y m an n er assum e juris­ 
diction of a question w hich is purely 
political. 
I t is very tru e th a t th e Courts 
w ill not pass upon purely political ques­ 
tions. 
B ut if Jack so n , of W est V irginia, 
w ho was ousted as a resu lt of this ruling, 
th e C onstitutional quorum having been 
declared by th s S peaker, notw ithstanding 
less th an a quorum w ere present as vot­ 
ing,— we say th a t if Jack so n insists th a t 
h e was illegally o usted, and claim s th a t 
b e is still a m em ber en titled to h is per 
diem , and goes into th e C ourts to collect 
it, how could th e C ourts refrain from as­ 
sum ing jurisdiction ?

At 
no stage of th e cu rren t w inter has the 
M ississippi been frozen up. 
T he lowest

degrees 
above zero, an d th a t in th e opening 
Spring days. 
W hat th e w eather-clerk 
m ay essay la ter on it is h ard to say, 
and no one need be surprised at very 
extrao rd in ary freaks before M arch has 
com e to an end, 
The m anufacture of ice 
thro u g h o u t th e w hole U nited States is 
likely to receive an extraordinary im ­ 
petus owing to th e en tire failure of the 
ordinary sources of supply. 


T h e ch arter declares th a t “ w henever 
th e city shall provide a proper vault 
an d safes in th e City H all for th e keep ­ 
ing of th e city m oney, th e T reasurer 
ehall keep said m oneys in said vault, 
excepting 
as 
hereinafter 
provided.” 
T he exception is w hen th e Council shall 
hav e loaned th e moneyB o at to th e high­ 
est bidder. 
Now, le t us see how the 
Council h as evaded its plain duty at the 
b eh est of th e ring. 
T h ere is a proper 
v au lt in th e T reasnry, b a t no safe. 
If 
th e re w ere safes, th e T reasurer would be 
com pelled to keep th e public m oney 
in th em . 
A 
safe 
m ig h t hav e been 
procured at a n y t im e ; b u t th a t would 
atop th e riag 's gam e. 
T his accounts for 
th e rejection of th e safe M ayor H azard 
Bent to th e T reasurer upon th e quibble 
th a t it was not furnished by the city. 
If 
th e safe h ad been accepted, th en the 
rin g would have beeu com pelled to loan 
th e fu u d s out to th e h ig h est bidder, for 
all are agreed th a t th e m oney o u g h t to 
be av ailable for circulation. 


he T o te Y e a t e r d a y - H o w W ill I t 
Be T o ia y ? 
T h e vote yesterday resulted exactly as 
th e H r r a l d predicted nearly a m onth 
ago. 
It went as we have told th e ta x ­ 
payers repeatedly it would go unless they 
bestirred them selves in th eir own in ter­ 
ests. 
W e have repeatedly told them th e 
bonds w ere likely to carry by th eir d e­ 
fault. 
T hey have so done. 
T he total 
vote polled was 5,766, of w hich 4,307 
w ere for th e issuing of the bonds, and 
1,459 against such issue. T hat is th e prop­ 
osition to bond the city for th e interior 
system carries by nearly three votes 
to one, instead of th e two to one vote 
required by the law. 
The total vote cast 
is about one-third of the total registered 
vote of th e city. The vote for th e bonds 
is about th e sam e as it was la st August 
a little less, because there is a sm aller 
floating population here at this tim e than 
there was th e n . 
The vote against the 
bonds is only about one-third w hat it was 
th en . 
T h at is, th e taxpayers stayed at 
hom e and let th e case go by default. 
8o 
be it. 
T he taxpayers did not care how 
th e election went, th e non-taxpayers did. 
We are content. 
H ow w ill th e vote be today? There 
was no particular effort m ade to carry 
th e election yesterday. 
W ill there be 
today? 
I t was pretty generally ex 
pected th a t th e vote would be favorable 
on th e interior system . 
T here w as no 
occasion to w aste am m unition. 
I t is 
different today. 
T here is m uch m ore 
opposition to th e storm -w ater drains, on 
w hich th e election is today, than there 
was on th e interior system . 
R ightly so 
As we said 
all 
along, th e 
interior 
system ie needed. 
O ur objections were 
against som e of th e features of the pro­ 
posed plan, and not against th e system 
itself. 
B ut th ere is absolutely no solid 
reason for voting th e bonds asked for to 
day. 
T he am ount aeked for today is 50 
per cent, greater th a n th a t voted yester­ 
day, and th e plan is to throw it away. 
I t would be vastly better to spend the 
m oney to pave th e streets th an to build 
these d rains. 
If th e streets are graded 
we need no storm -w ater d rain s; if the 
streets are not graded th e debris washed 
dow n by the floods will choke up and 
disrupt any d rain th a t w ill be built, 
There is th e w hole m a t’er in a nutshell. 
There Í9 no sew er capable of carrying off 
th e floods and debris carried dow n m any 
of th e streets during the past w inter. 
B ut in sp ite of these incontrovertible 
factB, th e election today m ay go as the 
one did yesterday. If th e sam e supine in­ 
difference prevails am ong th e taxpayers 
th eir interests will be voted aw ay at the 
polls today. 
T here w ill be an effort 
m ade today th a t was not m ade yester­ 
day. 
Those who w ant th e bonds regard 
less of th e m erits of th e case, know there 
is danger of m iscarrying today, and they 
will struggle to p rev en t th a t. 
M any 
people voted yeBterday in th e affirm ative 
who will vote today in th e negative. 
A 
change 
of 
500 
votes 
would change 
th e resu lt and defeat th e bonds today. 
B ut th ere w ill be votes cast for th e bonds 
today th a t w ere not cast yesterday. 
The 
m atter stands precisely as it has stood 
If those whose interests are at stake come 
ont today and vote, those interests will be 
protected. 
If they stay a t hom e, they 
have them selves to blam e, if th eir in­ 
terests are not protected. 
The vote for 
th e storm -w ater drains today m ay be 
run up to a higher figure th a n th a t for 
the interior system yesterday. 
Will 
there be 2,500’ taxpayers’ votes to offset 
these?

G reat Damage All Along the Lower 
Mississippi—T errible Floods 
in A rkansas. 


A few days ago th e H era ld, upon th e 
au th o rity of C om m issioner K ercheval, 
said th a t trees infected w ith th e purple 
scale h ad been im ported in large q u an ­ 
tities from F lorida. 
M r. K ercheval was 
severely assailed for giving us th is in ­ 
form ation, aud w as accused of exaggerat­ 
in g if n ot of inventing th e d anger. Well, 
D r. N. H C laflln, th e C om m issioner for 
R iverside, has ju s t retu rn ed from Florida, 
w here he was officially sen t to look into 
th is orange pest subject. 
H e visited 
every orange district in th e S tate, and be 
says 
th a t 
there 
is 
n o t 
a 
single 
orch ard 
in 
F lo rid a 
th a t 
is 
free 
of 
th e 
p urple 
or 
oyster-shell 
scale. 
H e has brought several speci­ 
m ens of oranges w ith h im 
carefully 
sealed in bottles, th a t are literally pep­ 
pered w ith th e scale. 
O ne of these he 
show ed us and it looked like a s if th e 
orange had had a bad attack of sm all 
pox and was broken out all over w ith 
p ustules. 
M r. H . Q. H u b b ard , special 
agent of th e division of entom ology in the 
U . 8. D epartm ent of A griculture, devotes 
a ch ap ter to th is d estructive pest in th e 
la s t rep o rt of tk e D epartm ent on “ Ia- 
eects affecting th e O range,” w hich shows 
that it increaees its special a t an aston­ 
ish in g rate. 
T he importation of 
th e 
Florida orange stock ought to 
cease 
forthw ith, and those who hare planted 
out trees from th a t. State would gain 
tim e and profit by destroying them at 


M r . Y a r n e l l is, of course, again to 
th e front w ith an injunction to prevent 
th e trancfer of th e m unicipal m oneys to 
th e City B ank. 
As M r. Y arnell is a 
stcckholder in th e leading bank of th e 
syndicate th a t now holds th e public 
ducats and pays nothing for them , the 
disinterestedness of his course cannet be 
questioned. 
H e aeks for this injunction 
as a bondsm an of th e T reasurer, and 
presum ably be makeB the point th a t as 
su ch, he wishes to ineure him self against 
any loss th e T reasurer m ay sustain from 
th e transfer of th e m oneys. As, how ever, 
the law specifically provides th a t w hen 
th e Council has contracted to let out 
th e public funds th e responsibility of th e 
T reasurer’s bondsm en ceases, we do not 
see w here th e peril of M r. Y arnell 
comes in. 
The only peril he can plead 
is th a t he is in danger of losing his divi­ 
dends, as a stockholder of th e bank, 
upon th e large sum s of public moneys 
his concern has had the free use of. We 
feel sorry for M r. Y arn ell’s im pending 
losses, but th e re ie no way in w hich we 
can help him to fatten longer upon the 
public fodder. 
I t is a clear case of pro­ 
hibition for w hich th e law is alone 
responsible.

N ew O r l e a n s, M arch 13.—T he river 
h ere at 2 :45 p.m . w as 16.9 feet, and at 
2 :50 had roached 17 feet, but it rem ained 
a t th a t point but a short w hile, w hen it 
receded to 16 8 feet, w here it seem ed to 
m ake a stand. 
This was six inches 
above th e record of other years, and th e 
w ater w ent over th e lev9ea all along the 
city front and at every depression or low 
place, and soon flooded th e stree ts and 
sidew alks of a large section of th e city. 
U p town a t th e head of Jackson, W ash­ 
ington and P arapara streets, th e waves 
w ashed over th e levee and subm erged 
th e streets and sidew alks. 
T he earns 
thing occurred at other points dow n to 
P oydras'street. 
H ere th e w ater spread 
out over th e broad space occupied by the 
M organ road, then 
began 
to 
flow 
dow n 
P oydras street 
and 
out into 
th e 
cross 
streets 
on 
eith er 
side, 
and filling th e gutters back to th e d ra in ­ 
age canals in th e rear of th e city. 
From C ustom H ouse street to C ouli the 
w ater cam e over th e levees freely and 
com pletely subm erged the streets, and m 
m any places the sidew alks and low er 
floors of business houses from th e north 
side of C anal to H ospital streets, a d is­ 
tance of fourteen blocks, and from the 
river to R am part street, a distance ci 
eight blocks. 
The dam age done so far is 
not great. 
T he greatest dam age was 
th a t sustained by m erchants w ho had 
sugar stgred in the bonded w arehouse on 
Levee street. The S outhern and C rescent 
oil mills were w ashed under by th e w ater 
and the floors w ere torn aw av. 
A break occurred at 
H atch place, 
near H arvey’s canal, b u t it only reached 
a w idth of four feet, w hen it was discov 
ered and prom ptly closed. 
It is still a 
very dangerous spot, as th e levee ia very 
weak. 
T he levee a t S harp’s place, five 
m iles above G retna, w here th ere w at a 
serious crevasse som e years ago, is still 
creating anxiety, as it show s signs of 
w eakening. 
From C anal-street ferry to 
th e M organ depot, th e principal portion 
of A lgiers, a distance of th ree-q u arters of 
a m ile, th e situation at one tim e was very 
threatening. 
A bout 
noon th e w ater 
com m enced w ashing over th e levee along 
its 
whole 
length, and 
in 
a short 
sp ice of 
tim e 
th e 
entire front and 
th e streets for ten blocks back were 
flooded 
Y ardm aster M aguire, of 
the 
Morgan road, and th e city forces im m e­ 
diately w ent to work, and in four hours 
threw up au entire new levee. 
T hat 
stopped th e flow tem porarily, b u t the 
w ater was already knee 
deep on F ront 
street. 
J u st below A lgiers is th e O rleans 
levee, w hich com m ands a large section 
of country. A new leves was c o n stru e ed 
only a few davs ago, but th e riv e r has 
been clim bing up, and today th e w arn­ 
ing signal was again given. 
T he w ater 
was six inches deep over th e levee’s 
crest. 
M en and m aterial w ere prom ptly 
furnished, and gallant efforts are being 
m ade to stay th e flood. 
Tne 
Council 
tonight appropriated 
$50.000 for work on th e levees d uring the 
dantrer period. 
A t N atchez th e levee on D avis island, 
Lake C oncordia, gave w ay, flooding the 
N ovelty, E vergreen. S ahara, M organ anil 
Potaw am a plantations. 
A G reenville, 
M ibb., 
special 
s a y a : 
R eports up to 6:30 o’clock from all points 
in this levee district above and below 
indicate th a t all is serene on th is side of 
th e river. 
E very preparation is being 
m ade for any possible breaks or weak 
places th a t m ay occur in th e levees. 
Rain has fallen for fifty-four hours with 
but slight interm issions, and th e total 
fall exceeds five inches.

The Adama-atreet matter waa poet- 
poned until March 24th. 
The hearing on a petition to vacate 
rtreeta on the Milla A Wicks subdivision 
of the Sausal Redondo waa set for March 
24th. 
The same action waa taken aa to the 
atreeta at Hollywood. 
The following resolutions were passed : 
W h e r k a s, It having come to the know 
ledge of this board th at Hon. Gordon 
81oea and J. T. Uaffey, of the btate 
Board of Equalization, and tneir secre­

W h e r e a s , We view with alarm the 
prospect of receiving additional orchard 
pests, by the importing of trees from 
other States and countries; therefore 
Resolved, That the Board of Horticul­ 
tural Commissioners should, and they 
are hereby directed, to use the utmost 
vigilance in inspecting trees offered for 
■ale, and if they in any case find any 
trees affected by any scale or pest, that 
they use all lawful means to prevent the 
scattering of such trees throughout the 
souotj.
